Fritsche is charged with being a sus- 
picious person, but the police say that 
in his saloon, it is suspected, whisky 
was sold which contained poison, and 
that this whisky is responsible for the 
many deaths that have occurred in 
the netghborhood recently. 

Fritsche only recently bought the 
place, which is of the variety general- 
ly described as a “barrel . house.” 
Whisky Is sold there in large: quanti- 
ties and at a low price. The leading 
brand was drawn from barrels upon 
the application af a purchaser. Peo- 
ple in the neighborhood carry their 
flasks to the saloon and have them 
filled. Investigation of the numbrous 
deaths in the neighborhood during the 
‘past two weeks showed that nearly 
all those who had died suddenly were 
customers of the “barre! house.” 

Fritsche, after being taken to the 
station house, was quickly admitted to 
bail. He returned to the saloon. but 
the police followed, closely qnestioned 
the proprietor and closed ‘the doors. 

Twenty-five’ persons living in the 
neighborhood, al. of them of middie 
age, have died within the past two 
weeks. The symptoms were in the 
main identical. They were character: 
ized by the attendant physicians in all 
udkes as these of alcoholism. In the 
past twenty-four hours, one death, that 
of Robert Smith, has been reported, 
while the following awaited burial: 

MICHAEL M’AULIFFE, aged 45: 
died Saturday. 
CHARLES M’LEAVEY, aged 50; 
died Sunday. 

WILLIAM DRAIN, aged 30; died 
Friday. 

ADOLPH LEHMAN, died Sunday. . 

NORA M’GINNIS, died Sunday.

Leavey. McAuliffe lay dead of 
same disease In a room just across 
the hall when | got there, and Mc- 
Leavey was already dead when | ar- 
rived. It would appear. as though 
there had been something in a form 
of alcohdél beverage they had been 
taking which had a powerful effect 
in arresting the heart's action. I have 
found that in the case of several who 
died they had been in the habit of 
buying whisky at the rate of 10 cents 
a pint, and 
they drank great quantities, pouring 
it out into ordinary drinking tumblers 
and pouring it down as though it 
were water. It is barely possible that 
the whisky was made of wood alco- 
hol.”

About 1840 the Pious Fund was 
charged with and made responsible for 
the payment of $24,600 in liquidation of 
an obligation 2nd debt to José Antonio 
Aguirre, to be paid out of the income 
and proceeds of the Pious Fund. This 
amount had been charged against the 
fund by the mission fathers on account 
of equivalent consideration advanced 
to the fathers for their maintenance 
and support,.and as successor to the 
trusteeship Bishop Francisco Gircia 
Diego promised to pay such indebi+d- 
ness, 

But troublous days were at band 
and Gen. Antonio Lopez de Santa Ana 
as provisional President of the Repab- 
lic Of Mexico, decreed that the Mex. 
ican government should assume the 
administration of the Pious Fund, and 
in February, 1842, Pedro Ramirez, act- 
ing for the bishop, surren lered pos- 
session and control of the fund ts the 
Mexican government, which became 
incorporated into the Mexican National 
Treasury and the government PeventiLe 
from tobacco was specially pledwed for 
the payment of the income eorreapo.n 
ing to the capital of said fund at the 
annval rate of 6 per cent, 

At that time wise old Pedro Ramirez 
made a complete inventory of the 
fund, and while furnishing one copy 
to the Mexican government he made 
another copy which he deposited in the 


archives of the episcopal see. in that 


Vieurate Apostolic, and the 
Right Rev. Eugene O’Conne!l was in- 
stituted bishop and charged with the 
government of the vicarate. In 1868 
this vicarate wak erected into a’ dio- 
cese known as Grass Valley. 

Such was the status of affairs when 
the Aguirfe claim came first to be 
pressed for settlement. 

THE OLD DON. DIED. 

Old Don José had died at San Diego 
on July 31, 1860, full of years. He left 
a will and as .part of his estate the 
claim of $24,600. Two years IMter his 
widow, Marie Rosario Aguirre, mar- 
ried Manuel. A. Ferrer, and in that 
Way the latter has been brought into 
the pending suit, he havink been made 
administrator of the estate of Don 
José, But there appeared little pros- 
pect then of getting anything in satis- 
faction of the claim against the Pious 
Fund.

The difficulty in getting an impartial 
line on the events passing now in 
Manchuria and the Liaotung Peninsula 
lies chiefly in the fact that nations as 
well as individuals have taken sides. 

‘The dispatches from the Far East 
appearing simultaneously in Berlin 
and London have nothing whatever in 
common. London sees all things in a 
light as favorable to Japan as if it 
were her own war. Germany regards 
Russia as her pupil in strategy. Many 
of the movements carried out under 
the hand of Kouropatkin Berlin claims 
her own. To this London at- 
tributes the losses of the Russian 
arms so far, and the press of the two 
capitals fight it out constantly wi 
fierceness and cunning. | 

THE ATTITUDE OF FRANCE. 

The leaning of the Germans toward 
the Slav is valid, however, and Russia 
appreciates this. German interests in 
Shantung province are akin to those 
of Russia in Manchuria, and, in the 
event of the fall of the latter, Tsing- 
chau and its region will become tbe 
thorn in the side of the victors and 
the cry “Asia for Asiatics’ will te 
raised again; with Germany on the de- 
fensive. 

France is vitally concerned because 
she is identified with Russia by con- 
tract. She is regarding her own posal. 
ble part in the matter with such jeal- 
ous eyes that her press is almost as 
biased in favor of the Russians as Eng- 
land’s is on the side of the Japanese. 
The difference is, however, that France 
resents an alleged strategical error on 
the part of the Russian leaders with 
cries of confusion and alarm. because 
she feels that such errors are apt tc 
draw her prematurely into the midst 
of turmoil. 

HOW THE UNITED STATES HAS 
CHANGED. 

Our own attitude ts far advanced in 
a process of evolution. We. plunged 
in regardiess of judgment at the open- 
ing of the war to the support of the 
supposed little chap, the David.

REAR GUARD FIGHT AT MUKDEN 

We are able to judge accurately at 
this time on a few points, in spite of 
the large diversity of opinion general- 
ly. We are on the eve of the final bat- 
tle of the present year's campaign, if 
indeed the day has not brought forth 
the joining of the two forces around 
Mukden. The first question is, will 
the Japanese be able to continue their 
imperious aggression when they meet 
the enemy in the vicinity of the Man- 
churian capita)? 

Kouropatkin has been. greatly rein- 
forced and so also has Oyama. All 
the preliminary maneuvers indicate 
that the Russians will give only an 
important rear-cuard resistance at 
Mukden. Kouropatkin’s position is 
Tie Pass, a considerable distance north 
of the capital. near the railroad.

Tie Pass is in the heart of a complex 
range of high hills which stretch from 
the Liao River on the west northeast 
for a hundred miles or more, filling 
most of the territory in the fork of the 
Liao and the Hun rivers.

POSSIBLE RUSSIAN STRATEGY. 

Extensive fighting through a Man- 
churian winter is out of the question, 
in spite of reports to the contrary. It 
is decidedly interesting to speculate in 


‘|regard to the trend of the movements 


next May when the roads will permit 
a resumption of hostilities. Natural- 
ly we look to the Russians to assume 
the offensive. Slav forces can never 
retake by direct assault the positions 
along the railroad which they have 
lost this year. And yet we have rea- 
son to believe, taking into considera- 
tion the new order by the Czar regard- 
ing a fresh army; that Russian forces 
will preponderate. Since Japan's pri- 
mary aim of the war is to control Ko- 
rea, it is not unlikely that next year 
the two great Russian armies will 
separate, one holding the position at 
Tieling and the other marching south- 
east to the Korean frontier, bounded 
by the Yalu, where the fighting be- 
gan. 


THE BETURN TO THE YALU. 

Another Russian force, under Line- 
vitch probably, will march toward the 
same point southwest from Viadivos- 
tok. Such a movement inevitably will 
pull the large force of the Japanese 
from their garrison along the railroad 
to the protection of the Korean boun 
dary. Then the second Russian army, 
which was left behind in Tieling, may 
advance southward toward Liao Yang 


at Haicheng with overwhelming ef- 
fect. This is the day of the flanking 
movement in war. Much that cannot 
be accomplished by brute force is ren- 


dered possible through maneuver. 


Laying aside all sympathy in the 
matter, the seven-to-one resources of 
the Russians are bound to tell in the 
result of the war. The recent edict 
by the Czar regarding a fresh army 
and the Baltic fleet is a pledge of his 
sincerity, belated as it is, tosubmerge 
all interests at home until the power 
of Russia is maintained in the Far 
East and the progress of the dream of 


Peter the Great renewed once more. 
ENTER THE BALTIC SQUADRON. 


The Port Arthur situation is so com- 
plicated by circumstances the issue of 
which we cannot determine, that its 
future is in the dark, The integrity of 
Togo’s blockade and the Baltic squad- 
ron enter largely into the future of the 
The new Russian fleet, 
though it is not powerful enough to 
whip Togo, niay be able to draw him 
away from the entrance to Port Arthur 
by taking a position in the Korean 
Strait and thus cutting off the Japa- 
nese army from the island.

If Japan could gain Port Arthur be-

If she had regained the territory by» 
maneuver as far as Haicheng, or, 
better, Kaiping. she could achieve her 
point by isolating Port Arthur by 
land. Three years after the cessation 
of hostilities Russia could have re- 
duced Port Arthur to a fishing village 
by cutting off the peninsula and estab- 
lishing a prohibitory rate of customs. 
As for Port Arthur itself, we may 
be sure that it will hold against as- 
saults. Starvation or a dearth of am- 
munition alone can reduce a fortress 
of the first class.

HOW PORT ARTHUR IS BUILT. 
Up to this time only the preliminary 


forts have fallen. A series of intrench- } 
ments guards the inner walls. These f 


are connected with the fortress by 
tunnels, so that the defenders may 
not be forced to retire under fire. The 
area between the lines of intrench- 
ment are baited with mines which can 
be touched off from the citadel. Should 
all these intrenchments be lost, the 
inner walls themselves are guarded 
by great moats in which a rat could 


not live when the machine guns on top | 


are trained with mathematical preci- 
sion below. And then, even if one 
stretch of the fortress itself be taken, 
the defenders are in a position to turn 
their guns upon it and render it un- 
tenable.

HAD TO BORROW. 


WASH-OUT VICTIMS TELL THEIR 
EXPERIENCES. 


Passengers on Limited With Drafts 
for Thousands Did Not Have the 
Price of a Meal Left Before Block- ~ 
ade Was Broken—Starving Woman 
Relieved.

Tired and stained, but evidently 
happy that their unusual expesano? 
had been no worse, Small knots of 
travelers scattered to the down 
hotels shortly before 8 o'clock last 
night from the California Limited from 
Chicago, 191 hours late, the first to ar- 
rive of the Jong procession of belated 
Santa Fé trains that began to come im 
last night. 

Among the Limited's passengers 
were J. H. Braly, president of the 
Southern California Savings Bank, and 
his wife. Mr. and Mrs. Braly 
been on a visit to the St. Louis “+r. 
and a tour of the East, going Dy way 
of San Francisco, Portland, the © 
lumbia River, the Yellowstone Par 
and Minneapolis. 

“We. certainly have had a remarkable 
time getting home, since we boar 
the California Limited a week age to- 
day, but we are none the worse. for 
the experience.” said r. Braly last 
night. “During the days we were tied 
up, the passengers on the train. became 
like one big party of personal friends, 
and we,all had a jolly good time sing- 
ing, telling stories and concocting plans 
for amusement. 

“Our train was detoured from New- 
ton, Kan., to Spawnee, Okla., then to 
Fort Worth, Tex., and on te Bl Paso; 
and then it was sent around to Dem- 
ing. N. M., where it was bottled up 
from Sunday morning untill Monday 
morning, when we were started eff for 
Los Angeles. There was plenty to eat 
in our dining car, and we had nothing 
to complain ef. At El Paso we all took 
a ride down inte Mexico.” 

On the Limited was David L. Smi 
an American merchant and exporter 
Yokohama. Mr. Smith is acquainted 
in high official cireles of the Santa Fé 
in Chicago, and dispatched some ur- 
gent telegrams to headquarters in an 
effort to have the train put through 
at the earliest possible moment. These 
appeals, reinforced by messages sent 
to officials at this end of the line by 
Mr. Braly, heiped, it is believed, to get 
the Limited through when it. did. 

The Yoékohama man had good n 
to chafe at the delay, as he had im- 
portant business engagemenis to meet 
in Oregon before catching his steamer . 
at San Francisco for Japan October 
19, which .he will not now be able to

“I have crossed the continent twenty, 
times,’” said Mr. Smith, “but have 
never seen anything so remarkable m 
railroading as the conditions caused 
by these terrible washouts. These con- 
ditions, I believe, are unprecedented in 
the annals of American rallroading. 

“The scene at Shawnee, where we 
were tied up Thursday,. was a most 
striking one. There were nine pas- 
senger trains stalled there at the same 
time, and there were cight more trains 
below waiting to come in from the 
other way. 

“Having a dining car, we fared luc«- 
ily, but there were some passengers 
who had drafts for from $15,000 to $2%.- 
000 who got down to a point where 
they did not have change enough to 
buy a meal, and had to borrow from 
their fellows. Among the passengers 
on the overlands during the flood time 
there was undoubtediy co bie 
suffering. course many on these . 
trains were not well supplied with 
money. The Santa Fé issued meal 
tickets to. these people when the trains 
could be got into places where food 


could be obtained, but sometimes they - 


were stalled miles from any point 
where a mea] ticket wonld be of any 
use

“We discovered a woman on. the 
follewing us tnto Deming, 
who had had nothing to eat for two 
days. She was a woman of evident 
refinement and gentile appearance, 
had no money left. When meal tickets 
were issued to passengers in her pre- 
dicament at Deming, she was too proud 


to accept the company's bounty. 


we found out her predicament, we 
made up a purse for her to supply her 
with what she needed. 

“It was wonderful the way in which 
the railroad men-handled the confusing 
congestion of traffic. I was immensely 
impressed with the  highly-organised 
state of American railroads, especially 
in the West, where the difficulties are 
so great. 

“There is one railroad man for whom 
I would like. to say a word, on the part: 
of all of us of the Limited. He is H. 
W. Crawforf, the conductor of our 
train through all the trouble. The way 
he handled the passengers—and some 
of us got very impatient—and his ani- 
form courtesy are not to be forgotten. 
He is a son of Jack Crawfor the 
*poet-scout.’ ”

FOR “BEN HUR.” 


REMARKABLE CLAIM MADE BY A| 


HIGHLAND MAN. 
Aged John Barton Ward, in San 
Bernardino Hospital, Had Memor- 
able Career—Captured Burgiar’s 
Plunder Marks Him as Active 
Operator for Months. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Oct. 11.—John 
Barton Ward, who in 1866 was secre- 
tary of the American legation at Con- 
Stantinople, under Consul Morton, and 
iater served i nthe same capacity under 
Gen. Lew Wallace, was taken to the 
County Hospital this afternoon from 
his little home at Highland to undergo | 
a delicate operation to relieve a spinal 
trouble, which for years has been 
gradually carrying him toward the 
grave. Ward tells an unusual story, 
but his evident learning and culture 
are sufficient corroboration of it for his 
friends, who piace reliance on every 
word of the narrative. 

When Grant replaced Consul Morton 
by Gen. Wallace, the latter hafi been 
at Constantinople but a short time 
when he conceived his famous story, 
“Ben Hur,” and sought the assistance 
of Secretary Ward in Gbollecting data. 
According to the latter, he gathered all 
the historical information in the first 
part of the book, writing most of it 
himself up to the crucifixion. 

Before the book was completed W 
resigned to take charge of the Pa 
tine sucvey. magle under the auspices 
of the Royal Geographical Society of 
London, and the American Geograph- 
ical Society. to cerrect the map of Pales- 
tine. This was undertaken in 1866, and 
ig known as the Ward survey. 

Later Ward became adjutant to the 
Khedive, his long residence in Egypt) 
making him an invaluable offictal. 
While in Egypt he met Gen. Gordon, 
becoming well acquainted with that la- 
mented soldier. Later he removed to 
Italy, where he resided five years, tak- 
ing a wife, and shortly afterward re- 
turning to America, visiting Rochester, 
N. Y., his native city, and then coming 
Nine yeirs ago he settled at 
Highiand with his only son, his wife 
and a daughter dying in the East, and 
on the outbreak of the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War the son joined the army. He 
fell in Peking. 

Ward is now $1 years of age. but has 
under way a volume dealing with\ the 
Jews and Gentiles, which so far as com- 
pleted shows a depth of knowledge land 
oo flUent and graphic pen. He can re-
